For  fifteen  years  Mr.  William  J.  Bryson  has  acted  aa 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  St.  Luke's  Hospital, 
He  was  first  elected  to  that  office  in  June,  1908,  in  succession 
to  the  late  Leslie  Carter  and  each  year  since  has  beea 
chosen  unanimously  to  guide  the  destinies  of  the  institution. 

Mr.  Bryson  \s  reputation  for  conspicuous  honesty  and  un- 
swerving loyalty  in  his  devotion  to  principle  and  duty  in  the 
discharge  of  responsibility  have  made  him  an  outstanding 
man  in  the  Community  and  have  given  him  the  success  he 
has  won  in  his  administration.  Immediately  upon  his  election 
as  President  of  the  Board,  he  brought  to  the  Hospital  a 
warm  personal  interest  and  generous  support  which  reached 
every  corner  of  the  institution— from  the  office  to  the  place 
of  humblest  service.  In  the  Training  School  for  nurses,  that 
most  important  arm  of  hospital  service,  his  popularity  proves 
his  sympathetic  interest  and  watchful  concern  for  the  safety, 
comfort  and  happiness  of  those  devoted  young  women,  and 
his  efforts,  personal  and  otherwise,  in  keeping  up  the  spirit 
and  efficiency  to  the  highest  standard.  To  all  the  employees 
of  the  other  departments,  he  is  personally  known  through 
his  contact  with  them  in  their  work  and  by  his  presence  and 
spirit  of  good  fellowship  at  their  annual  gatherings. 

Through  that  most  critical  period  to  the  Hospital  following 
the  Great  War,  Mr.  Bryson  rendered  most  effective  service  in 
guiding  the  Hospital  through  its  manifold  difficulties. 

For  years  Mr.  Bryson  has  urged  the  great  project  of  a  new 
hospital  building  and  a  new  home  for  nurses  and  it  is  for 
fear  of  his  present  state  of  health  and  strength  might  not 
enable  him  to  do  his  full  part  in  the  immediate  beginning 
and  accomplishment  of  that  great  work  that  he  has  resigned 
from  the  Presidency  of  the  Board.  In  his  letter  of  res- 
ignation, like  the  loyal  soldier,  ever  true  to  the  cause  he 
serves,  he  states  that  ''for  the  good  of  the  service"  he  feels 
lie  must  give  place. 
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Jn  the  same  spirit  in  which  it  was  tendered  and  to  con- 
serve Mr.  Bryson's  health,  the  resignation  was  accepted.

On  Thursday,  December  Twenty-first,  1922,  almost  on  the 
eve  of  Christmastide  with  its  message  of  Peace  and  Good 
Will,  Dr.  John  E.  Owens  fell  asleep  and  passed  to  his  eternal 
rest  at  the  age  of  more  than  four  score  years. 

From  its  very  beginning  in  a  frame  house  near  Eldridge 
Court,  with  its  seven  beds,  Dr.  Owens  has  ever  been  the 
beloved  physician  of  St.  Luke's  Hospital.  In  its  conception 
and  at  the  founding  of  the  hospital,  he  was  an  active  and 
sympathetic  associate  with  the  Rev.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Clinton 
Locke  and  for  more  than  fifty  years  continued  a  valued 
counsellor  and  guide  and  moving  spirit  in  its  life.  He  was 
Attending  Surgeon  and  President  of  the  Medical  Board  from 
the  year  1865  to  the  year  1912  and  was  Consulting  Surgeon 
from  1912  to  1916.  He  was  a  Trustee  from  the  year  1891 
to  the  year  1916,  when  he  was  made  Honorary  Vice-President 
of  the  Board.  Dr.  Owens  was  a  skilled  leader  in  his  profes- 
sion, a  man  of  simple  life  and  modest  demeanor,  lovable  and 
genial  in  disposition,  of  unfailing  courtesy  and  sound  in- 
tegrity of  character — a  Christian  Gentleman. 

He  has  gone  to  his  reward  full  of  years  and  leaving  an 
enviable  record  of  unselfish  service  which  stands  as  an  ex- 
ample and  an  inspiration  to  all  who  would  minister  to  the 
needs  of  their  fellow-men  and  use  their  lives  for  the  better- 
ment of  the  world.

FOR  CHILDREN  UNDER  12  YEARS  OF  AGE  $1.00  PER  DAY 
THE  CHARGE   FOR   OPEN  WARD  BEDS  IS  $3.00  PER  DAY 

The  Hospital  cares  for  an  average  of  about  one  hundred  and  twenty 
wholly  free  patients  and  will,  when  there  are  vacant  beds  in  the  open 
wards,  receive  patients  whose  means  are  limited  for  any  sum  which 
they  may  be  able  to  pay  and  those  without  means  as  free  patients,  pro- 
vided they  are  admissible  under  the  rule  governing  the  admission  of 
patients. 

Applications  for  the  admission  of  patients,  who  are  unable  to  apply 
in  person,  must  be  made  prior  to  sending  them,  and  should  be  made 
between  the  hours  of  nine  a.  m.  and  five  p.  m.  All  promises  of  ad- 
mission are  made  subject  to  the  result  of  an  examination,  as  to  ad- 
missibility, on  their  arrival  at  the  Hospital. 

The  financial  status  of  all  free  or  part  pay  patients  is  investigated 
by  the  Social  Service  Department  and  free  treatment  will  not  be  given 
unless  justified  by  the  report. 

Persons  making  application  on  behalf  of  others  should  be  able  to 
furnish  concise  information  on  the  following  points: 

The  nature  of  the  disease  or  injury. 

The  duration  of  the  disease  or  the  date  of  the  injury. 

Present  condition  of  the  patient. 

What  treatment  if  any  has  been  received? 

Is  the  patient  able  to  pay  the  full  rate,  or  pay  in  part,  or  is  he 
or  she  a  proper  subject  for  admission  as  a  free  patient? 

Patients  will  in  the  usual  course  be  received  only  between  the 
hours  of  nine  a.  m.  and  five  p.  m.,  but  emergency  cases  will  be  re- 
ceived at  any  hour. 


EXTRACT  FROM  THE  RULES 

"The  Hospital  is  for  the  treatment  of  acute,  curable,  non-contagious 
diseases  and  injuries.  The  following  are  inadmissible:  Sufferers  from 
contagious,  dangerously  infectious,  or  incurable  diseases,  cancers  of  an 
incurable  and  offensive  nature,  drug  habits,  delirium  tremens,  insanity, 
veneral  diseases,,  phthisis  and  persons  whose  presence  in  the  wards 
would  be  prejudicial  to  the  welfare  of  the  other  patients." 

"Patients  who  refuse  to  accept  the  treatment  prescribed  by  the 
Medical  Staff,  or  refuse  to  comply  with  the  reasonable  instructions  of 
the  physicians  or  nurses,  or  who  wilfully  violate  the  rules  of  the  Hos- 
pital will  be  discharged." 


TO  THE  B0ABB  OF  TRUSTEES  OF  ST.  LUKE'S 

HOSPITAL 

I  beg  to  submit  this,  my  report,  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1922. 

The  year  ended  with  no  appreciable  change  in  the  financial 
status  of  the  Institution,  The  auditor's  report  shows  a 
nominal  profit  with  a  decided  increase  in  earnings,  ac- 
companied by  a  decrease  in  the  returns  from  endowment 
and  contributions  and  an  increase  in  operating  costs. 

There  was  an  increase  of  2  6/10%  in  the  number  of 
patients  treated  and  decrease  of  1  9/10%  in  the  number  of 
patient  days.  The  reports  of  the  various  departments  will 
afford  interesting  detailed  information  of  the  different  ac- 
tivities of  the  Hospital, 

With  sorrow  we  chronicle  the  death  of  Dr.  John  E. 
Owens  who  was  conspicuous  in  the  work  of  the  Institution 
ever  since  its  organization  sixty  years  ago. 

With  regret  we  note  that  at  the  end  of  the  year  Mr.  Wil- 
liam J.  Bryson,  who  had  served  with  signal  success  as 
President  since  1908,  found  it  necessary,  on  account  of  failing 
health,  to  tender  his  resignation,  which  was  reluctantly 
accepted. 

In  reports  of  this  kind  it  is  customary  to  set  forth  the 
needs  of  an  institution,  but  in  the  case  of  St.  Luke 's  Hospital 
it  is  idle  to  go  into  the  details  of  our  inability  to  meet  the 
imperative  requirements  of  different  departments  when  the 
whole  situation  can  be  summed  up  in  a  very  few  words. 
Until  we  have  a  new  building  with  modern  accommodations 
for  a  largely  increased  number  of  ward  and  semi-private 
patients,  and  for  all  the  departments  which  are  necessary 
to  constitute  a  thoroughly  adequate  hospital  service,  we  can- 
not hope  for  increase  in  the  volume  or  for  progress  except 
in  a  very  limited  degree. 

In  common  with  other  hospitals,  we  have  experienced 
trouble  in  the  nursing  service  but  the  problem,  is  being  solved 
slowly,  but  surely,  and  with  the  advent  of  a  full  class  next 
September  we  should  see  the  end  of  our  difficulties  in  this 
direction.  L 
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The  thanks  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  are  due  in  an  unusual 
measure  to  the  Medical  Board  for  the  tense  and  painstaking" 
care  given  to  the  patients,  not  only  while  they  are  in  the 
Hospital,  but  also  in  the  follow-up  clinics. 

The  Woman's  Board  is  a  growing  factor  in  the  activities 
of  the  Hospital  and  a  perusal  of  the  reports  of  the  Board  and 
of  its  Committees  will  reveal  a  surprisingly  large  volume  of 
work  done  in  a  quiet  way  during  the  year. 

The  contributions  from  the  Winiield  Peck  Memorial  Fund 
and  the  income  from  the  John  Jay  Borland  Fellowship  Fund 
have  enabled  us  to  extend  the  investigative  work  in  the 
laboratory.

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REPORT  OF  ROENTGEN  DEPARTMENT 

During  the  past  year  many  very  important  improvements 
have  been  made  in  the  Roentgen  Department.  The  electrical 
equipment  has  been  greatly  increased  and  at  present  we  have 
six  separate  and  distinct  units  capable  of  doing*  any  type  of 
work  from  Fluroscopic  to  High  Voltage  Therapy. 

During  the  past  year  approximately-four  thousand  patients 
were  examined  in  the  department.  Of  this  number  about 
one  thousand  were  charity  patients,  examined  and  treated 
with,  no  expense  to  the  patient. 

'While  the  amount  of  work  has  steadily  increased,  the  space 
allotted  to  the  department  has  remained  the  same.  The 
rooms  have  been  rearranged,  trying  in  some  manner  to  get 
the  maximum  amount  of  •  space  with  as  little  waste  room  as 
possible.  It  has  been  very  difficult  to  place  high  power  trans- 
formers  in  the  department  on  account  of  the  inadequate 
space.  Due  to  the  close  quarters  it  has  been  necessary  to 
build  a  mezzanine  floor  and  place  the  transformers  overhead. 

During  the  progress  of  the  therapeutic  work  it  is  impos- 
sible to  do  any  radiographic  examinations.  The  large  amount 
of  scattered  radiation  fogs  the  films  in  the  adjacent  rooms, 
and  in  large  measure  makes  it  unsafe  for  the  operators. 
With  more  space  it  would  be  possible  to  build  a  treatment 
table  with  the  tube  below?  enclosed  in  a  lead  lined  box. 
With  the  tube  enclosed  in  a  box  lined  with  three-eights  of 
an  inch  of  lead  the  work  will  be  a  great  deal  less  hazardous 
and  ample  protection  will  be  afforded  the  patient  and  those 
in  the  department  and  its  vicinity. 

Since  the  installing  of  two  deep  therapy  machines  (300,000 
volts),  one  year  ago,  some  three  hundred  patients  have  been 
treated  for  malignancies  (cancers),  of  various  parts  of  the 
body.  In  many  cases  a  marked  improvement  has  been  noted 
and  unquestionably  life  has  been  prolonged.  In  even  the 
far  advanced  cases  the  pain  is  oftentimes  alleviated. 

We  have  in  the  department  all  the  modern  electrical  in- 
struments used  in  the  measurement  of  dosage,  namely,  the 
Electroscope  and  lontoquantimeter.  During  all  treatments 
the  lontoquantimeter  is  directly  in  the  field  of  radiation, 
thereby  lessening  the  chance  of  over  dosage;  likewise  the 


amount  of  radiation  absorbed  by  each  inch  of  tissue  can  be 
determined.  In  this  manner  the  amount  of  radiation  being 
absorbed  by  the  tumor  is  definitely  calculated.  By  the  use 
of  the  lontoquantimeter  the  technique  adaptable  to  super- 
ficial and  deep  malignancies  can  be  determined. 

With  more  space  allotted  to  the  department  I  am  sure  the 
amount  of  work  can  be  greatly  increased.  Patients  coming 
to  the  department  can  be  served  immediately,  doctors  can 
receive  their  reports  promptly  and  examine  the  Rotengeno- 
grams  the  same  day.  The  prompt  serving  of  the  patients  and 
doctors  will,  in  turn3  increase  the  amount  of  work  and  add 
to  the  general  efficiency  of  the  department  and  the  Hospital. 
With  our  present  arrangement  patients  are  told  to  present 
themselves  for  examination  in  the  afternoon,  as  no  radio- 
graphic work  can  be  done  while  treatments  are  in  progress. 
In  many  cases  this  is  a  hardship  as  it  necessitates  two  trips  to 
the  Hospital,  with  a  consequent  loss  of  time  to  the  patient. 

Included  in  the  four  thousand  cases  are  many  patients  not 
hospitalized.  The  absence  of  dressing  rooms  adds  to  the 
congestion  and  delay.  One  operating  room  is  idle  while  each 
patient  is  preparing  for  the  examination.  We  feel  that  each 
operating  room  should  have  an  adjoining  dressing  room 
which  will  greatly  facilitate  matters  and  add  to  the  efficiency 
of  the  department. 

Numerous  complaints  have  been  made  regarding  the  ab- 
sence of  a  reception  room.  With  the  present  arrangement 
patients  are  required  to  wait  in  the  hall,  with  very  limited 
seating  capacity.  The  addition  of  a  reception  room  capable 
of  seating  ten  to  twelve  people  is  imperatively  needed. 

Included  in  the  six  separate  units  of  the  department  is  a 
Portable  Machine  which  can  be  used  in  the  various  rooms 
and  wards.  The  addition  of  the  Portable  Machine  makes 
possible  the  examination  of  bed-ridden  patients,  such  as 
those  suffering  from  pneumonia  and  fractures.  The  present 
day  treatment  of  fractures  necessitates  the  use  of  extension 
apparatus  which  are  stationary.  By  the  use  of  the  Portable 
Machine  the  position  of  the  fragments  and  the  amount  of 
callus  can  be  closely  followed  without  moving  the  patient. 
The  chance  of  displacing  the  fragments  is,  in  this  way,  mini- 
mized. 

The  following  recommendations  are  respectfully  submitted 
for  your  consideration : 

FIRST — The  department  to  be  increased  to  double  its 
present  size. 
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SECOND— The  addition  of  dressing  rooms  and  waiting 
rooms  (at  least  three),  with  running  water  and  toilet  facil- 
ities. 

THIRD— A  room  adjacent  to  the  X-Ray  with  Fluroscopie 
and  Radiographic  equipments  for  the  reduction  of  fractures, 
and  eystoscopic  examinations.

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REPORT  OF  ELECTRO-CARDIOGRAPH  AND  BASIC 
METABOLISM  LABORATORIES 

The  Electro-cardiograph  and  Basic  Metabolism  Laboratories 
are  operated  as  one  unit,  and  as  a  part  of  the  medical  service. 
A  trained  technician  is  in  charge  of  the  laboratory,  and  the 
work  is  supervised  by  members  of  the  medical  staff.  Because 
of  this  close  association  the  laboratory  is  of  especial  value  in 
the  clinical  work  of  the  hospital.  Both  laboratories  are  open 
to  the  patients  of  outside  physicians  on  equal  terms,  and  are 
so  located  as  to  be  very  accessible  to  out-patients. 

Determination  of  the  basic  metabolic  rate  is  an  almost  in- 
dispensable adjunct  in  the  diagnosis  of  diseases  of  the  thyroid 
gland,  and  is  especially  valuable  in  the  differentation  of 
diseases  which  in  some  stages  show  a  clinical  picture  very 
similar  to  certain  types  of  goitre.  It  gives  a  valuable  check 
upon  the  results  of  surgical,  medical  and  X-Kay  treatment. 
The  progress  of  improvement  is  followed  by  regular  deter- 
minations of  the  metabolic  rate,  and  further  treatment 
decided  upon  by  these  results.  The  determination  of  the 
basic  metabolic  rate  is  also  of  value  in  many  other  conditions 
where  it  is  desirable  to  know  the  rate  of  combustion  in  the 
body. 

The  Electro-cardiograph  is  a  galvanometer  of  such  sensi- 
tiveness that  it  is  able  to  record  the  changes  of  electric 
potential  occuring  in  the  heart  as  it  bea,ts,  and  to  make  a 
graphic  record  of  these  changes  upon  photographic  paper. 
By  means  of  these  records  accurate  diagnoses  can  be  made  of 
abnormalities  of  heart  rhythym,  and  evidences  of  damage 
to  heart  muscles  determined  which  would  otherwise  be  ob- 
scure. The  Hospital  is  wired  so  that  beds  in  the  medical 
wards,  and  in  most  of  the  other  wards,  are  directly  connected 
with  the  instrument,  and  tracings  be  taken  without  the 
patient  leaving  the  bed.  In  the  new  building  it  is  hoped  that 
the  private  rooms  may  be  similarly  connected. 

These  laboratories  have  added  much  to  the  diagnostic 
facilities  of  St.  Luke's  Hospital,  and  have  aided  it  in  main- 
taining its  position  among  the  foremost  of  those  hospitals 
equipped  for  modern  accurate  methods  of  diagnosis  and  treat- 
ment. As  elsewhere,  they  have  been  of  great  value  in  the 
investigation  of  many  conditions. 

During  the  year  279  patients  made  use  of  the  facilities 
offered  by  the  Metabolism  Laboratory,  and  519  of  those 
offered  by  the  Electograph  Laboratory.  On  a  great  many 
of  these  patients  several  determinations  were  made.

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AlllfUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  EFFICIENCY  COMMITTEE 

The  Committee  has  held  monthly  meetings  throughout  the 
jear,  marking  at  each  meeting  five  histories  on  each  service. 
In  addition  it  has  made  a  grading  for  each  interne,  based  on 
the  records  and  marks  submitted  by  the  attending  staff:  thus 
assisting  in  their  promotion. 

The  Hospital  records  are  now  running  quite  uniformly  and 
there  is  relatively  little  to  criticize.  The  Hospital  authorities. 
we  believe,  may  well  be  proud  of  these  records.  To  maintain 
this  standard  of  efficiency,  continued  supervision  of  the 
records  is  necessary,  and  the  present  work  of  the  Committee 
should  be  continued. 

Through  the  filing  clerk  the  Committee  is  given  each  month 
a  list  of  records  incomplete  at  time  of  filing.  As  shown  by 
these  reports,  much  can  be  done  to  improve  matters  in  this 
line.  Many  records  are  incomplete  at  time  of  filing.  In  a 
considerable  number  of  cases  the  history  and  physical  ex- 
amination, description  of  operation,  or  progress  notes  are  not 
made  until  after  the  time  of  discharge.  When  these  are 
completed  after  the  patient  has  left  the  Hospital,  they  are 
necessarily  incomplete,  inaccurate  and  may  be  actually  mis- 
leading. Closer  supervision  of  the  records  by  the  attending 
physicians  will  be  necessary  in  order  to  correct  this  trouble. 
It  is  urged  that  the  attending  physicians,  when  a  patient  is 
to  be  discharged,  look  over  the  record  and  see  that  it  is 
complete.  Experience  has  shown  that  delay  in  completing 
the  records  is  limited  to  a  few  internes,  and  these  men  require 
constant  supervision  in  order  to  keep  them  working  ef- 
ficiently. 

Through  the  Chief  Interne  the  Committee  is  informed  in 
regard  to  the  number  of  cases  where  the  history  and  physical 
examination  are  not  made  within  twenty-four  hours  after  the 
patient's  admittance.  Here,  again,  it  has  been  found  that 
certain  internes  are  slow  and  evidently  have  not  yet  been 
imbued  with  the  importance  of  a  history  and  physical  ex- 
amination. The  attending  physician  can  correct  this  by  ob- 
serving, a  reasonable  time  after  the  patient  has  entered  th© 
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hospital,  whether  this  work  has  been  done.  With  the  fifth. 
hospital  year,  now  required,  hospital  staffs  have  been  given  a 
new  responsibility,  viz.,  the  teaching  of  the  interne.  Histories 

and  physical  examinations  made  hy  the  interne  should  be 
read  by  the  attending  physician,  not  only  to  see  that  they 
are  correct,  but  also  to  stimulate  the  interne  in  this  work. 

If  the  staff  in  not  interested  in  such  records  it  is  scarcely  to 
be  hoped  that  the  interne  can  have  much  enthusiasm.  The 
dictation  of  special  physical  findings  and  of  an  occasional  pro- 
gress note  by  the  physician  in  charge  is  instructive  and  stimu- 
lating to  the  interne  and  gives  authority  to  the  record.  At 
present  only  relatively  few  records  show  such  dictated  notes, 

There  has  been  great  improvement  during  the  past  year  in 
the  description  of  operations  and  condition  of  patient  at  time 
of  discharge.  The  observed  pathology  at  the  time  of 
operation  is  now  usually  recorded. 

After  due  consideration,  the  Committee  this  year  has  ex- 
tended its  activities  beyond  the  mere  Hospital,  records.,  and 
the  service  of  the  internes.  This  has  been  done  because  the  staff 
is  an  integral  part  of  the  Hospital  organization.  It  should  be, 
and  is,  interested  in  the  general  management  of  the  institu- 
tion in  all  its  details,  including  its  relation  to  the  Public  and 
the  fulfillment  of  its  obligations  in  this  respect.  The  Public, 
whether  correctly  or  not,  holds  the  staff  responsible,  with  the 
superintendent  and  board  of  trustees,  for  the  proper  manage- 
ment of  the  institution.  Interest  of  this  character  on  the  part; 
of  the  staff  is,  we  belie ve,  highly  commendable,  and  will  be 
appreciated  by  all  who  have  the  interest  of  the  Institution  at 
heart. 

In  calling  the  attention  of  the  staff  to  general  hospital 
conditions,  it  has  not  been  the  intention  of  the  Committee 
to  present  this  in  the  form  of  criticism,  but  rather  to  call 
attention  to  situations  in  a  constructive  attitude.  In  many 
instances  improvement  in  conditions  is  imposible  for  lack  of 
funds.  As  an  illustration,  the  crying  need  of  the  Hospital 
at  the  present  time  is  suitable  nurses'  quarters,  and  this  will 
require  the  construction  of  a  new  building. 

The  Committee  wishes  to  express  its  appreciation  to  the 
staff  for  its  co-operation  in  supporting  the  recommendations 
made.

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CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees,  Si.  Luke's  Hospital,  Chicago : 

Gentlemen : — 

During  the  past  fiscal  year,  1922,  the  work  of  the  Chaplain 
has  been  prosecuted  in  the  usual  manner.  Chapel  services 
have  been  maintained  throughout  the  year,  as  formerly,  and 
ward  services  have  been  held  in  accordance  with  long  es- 
tablished custom. 

My  records  show  ten  Baptisms,four  Marriages,  six  Burials, 
fifty  celebrations  of  the  Holy  Communion  on  Sundays,  seven- 
ty-two on  Holy  Days  and  other  week  days  and  one  hundred 
and  six  Communions  administered  in  private.  Other  services 
held  number  one  hundred  and  eighty-three. 

The  year  has  been  rich  in  spiritual  results  among  the 
patients.  My  ministrations  have  been  warmly  welcomed  and 
apparently  greatly  appreciated.  The  work  to  be  accomplish- 
ed is  limited  only  by  the  time  at  one's  disposal  and  his 
personal  equipment  and  ability.  The  greater  part  of  my  time 
has  been  spent  in  paying  visits  to  the  patients,  supplying 
them  with  reading  matter  and  rendering  to  them  such  other 
services  as  are  desired.  A  larger  portion  of  my  time  than 
usual  has  been  spent  in  follow-up  work  by  correspondence, 
which  I  find  most  productive  of  good. 

Numerous  additions  to  the  Chapel  Library  have  been  made 
by  friends  of  the  Hospital.  Through  the  generosity  of 
the  "Woman's  Board  I  have  been  enabled  to  subscribe  for 
fourteen  periodicals  most  acceptable  to  the  patients.  Generous 
donations  of  high  grade  periodicals  and  pamphlets  have  been 
received  from  other  interested  friends,  for  all  which  I  wish 
to  express  my  hearty  thanks.

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  present  the  reports  of  the 
various  committees  of  the  Woman's  Board  of  St.  Luke's 
Hospital. 

The  members  of  the  Woman's  Board  feel  very  fortunate 
in  their  connection  with  so  large  a  field  for  their  endeavors 
as  St.  Luke's  Hospital  offers.  They  realize  that  the  means 
for  initiating  and  carrying  on  experimental  lines  of  Social 
work  must  come  from  private  benevolence  and  that  it  is  the 
function  of  the  Woman's  Board  to  pioneer  and  to  experiment 
and  to  try  out  new  methods.  As  soon  as  the  right  way  has 
been  found  and  the  methods  that  give  the  best  results 
standarized,  then  the  time  has  come  for  the  Hospital  to  take 
over  that  particular  work.  This  releases  a  certain  amount 
of  private  time  and  money  to  continue  the  work  along  other 
lines. 

During  the  past  year  the  Woman's  Board  cash  contribu- 
tions toward  meeting  the  expenses  of  the  Hospital  amounted 
to  $19,799.22,  as  will  be  shown  in  the  following  reports. 

It  is  difficult  to  estimate  the  amount  of  personal  effort  that 
has  been  given  to  the  Hospital,  and  I  wish  to  express  my 
gratitude  to  all  the  members  of  the  Woman's  Board  for  their 
co-operation,  time,  generosity  and  interest.

ENDOWED  ROOMS  AND  BEDS 


A  donation  of  $5,000  endows  a  bed  in  a  ward  with  the  right  to 
name  the  bed  in  perpetuity,  but  without  the  right  to  nominate  occu- 
pants for  the  bed. 

A  donation  of  $7,500  endows  a  bed  in  a  ward  with  the  right  to 
name  the  bed  in  perpetuity  and  the  right  to  nominate  the  occupants 
of  the  bed  during  the  life  time  of  the  endower. 

A  donation  of  $10,000  endows  a  private  room  with  the  right  to 
name  the  room  in  perpetuity,  but  without  the  right  to  nominate  the 
occupants  of  the  room. 

A  donation  of  $25,000  endows  a  private  room  with  the  right  to 
name  the  room  in  perpetuity  and  the  right  to  nominate  the  occupants 
of  the  room  during  the  lifetinie  of  the  endower. 

The  right  to  nominate  the  occupants  of  a  bed  or  room  shall  be  un- 
derstood to  mean: 

That  the  endower  shall  have  the  right  to  nominate  one  patient  at 
a.  time  to  occupy  the  said  bed  or  room,  and  if  all  beds  or  rooms  are 
occupied  to  a  preference  over  all  other  applicants  when  a  vacancy 
occurs. 

In  the  event  that  an  endowed  bed  or  room  is  occupied  the  Hospital 
reserves  the  right  to  place  the  patient  in  some  other  equally  good  bed 
or  room. 

Persons  nominated  to  free  beds  or  rooms  should  be  worthy  subjects 
for  such  charity. 

Persons  whose  means  admit  of  their  paying  for  hospital  care  and 
treatment  are  not  acceptable  as  occupants  of  free  beds.

NURSES 

The  stock  of  bed  linen  should  be  complete  equipment  for  all  beds 
in  use,  plus  enough  to  permit  of  a  complete  change  for  either  Stickney 
House  or  Saxanac.  Soiled  linen  to  be  sent  to  laundry  on  separate 
stated  days  for  each  house.  Various  small  articles  or  articles  used  in 
small  numbers  are  obtained  on  requisition.  Kitchen  aprons,  towels  etc. 
go  to  laundry  and  are  returned  same  day. 

It  is  proposed  that  the  person  in  charge  of  linen  shall  perforin  the  fol- 
lowing duties: 

Supervise  assorting  of  linen  in  laundry. 

See  that  linen  allotted  to  different  departments  is  returned  to 
the  same. 

See  that  the  best  linen  of  the  general  stock  is  reserved  for  the 
Smith  Memorial. 

See  that  worn  or  discolored  linen  be  used  for  employes. 

See  that  all  linen  in  need  of  repairs  be  segregated. 

Have  charge  of  sewing  room. 

Make  new  articles  on  requisition  only. 

Repair  all  linen  in  need  of  repair  and  condemn  all  linen  beyond 
repair. 

Return  to  laundry  all  linen  which  has  not  been  properly  laundered 
and  report  same  to  office. 

Keep  account  of  linen  and  make  requisition  once  each  month  for 
enough  linen  to  supply  all  needs  on  basis  prescribed. 

Have  control  of  sorters  in  assorting  cage  and  of  women  in  sewing 
room.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LINEN  COMMITTEE 

In  order  to  raise  the  funds  necessary  to  carry  on  the  work 
of  the  Linen  Committee,  it  was  decided  to  have  a  Linen  Sale. 

Mrs.  Frederick  T.  Haskell  gave  a  luncheon  to  the  Episcopal 
Clergy  of  this  Diocese  and  presented  the  work  of  the  Com- 
mittee, asking  for  the  continued  interest  of  the  churches — 
especially  in  this  sale. 

The  "Give  and  Take"  Linen  Sale,  as  it  was  called,  was  held 

at  the  Congress  Hotel,  from  January  Eleventh  to  January 
Twenty-first,  1922,  inclusive.  The  gross  receipts  amounted 
to  $11,047.92  and  the  net  profit,  augmented  by  a  number  of 
generous  donations,  was  $6,005.25.  The  total  expense  of  this 
sale,  other  than  the  purchase  of  linen  was  $13.00.

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Your  Linen  Committee  is  glad  to  report  that  it  has  at  this 
time  on  hand  the  full  quota  of  articles  promised  the  Hos- 
pital for  1923  with  the  following  exceptions :

As  the  amount  to  be  made  is  small,  and  we  have  the 
interest  of  the  churches  and  co-operating  organizations,  we 

are  able  to  plan  our  work  so  that  it  may  be  finished  six 
months  before  needed  by  the  Hospital.  Your  Committee 
therefore  has  bought  and  cut  material  for  articles  to  be  made 
for  the  remaining  1923  quota  and  also  the  entire  1924  quota, 
at  a  cost  of  $531.89.  Having  recommended  in  last  year's 
Annual  Report  that  there  be  a  Supervisor  of  Linen,  she 
was  selected  and  installed  by  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Hospital  on  July  24th,  1922.  Her  salary  is  paid  from  the 
interest  of  the  two  funds— the  St.  Luke's  Linen  Fund  and 
the  Jessie  Spaulding  Landon  Linen  Fund,  and  your  Com- 
mittee earnestly  recommends  that  this  income  be  kept  ex- 
clusively for  this  purpose. 

To  the  St.  Luke's  Linen  Fund  we  have  added  this  year 
$2,000. 

The  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital  has  furnished  the 
Supervisor  a  schedule  of  linen  as  at  present  distributed,  which 
is  made  a  part  of  this  report. 

Appended  is  the  financial  statement  for  the  year  1922,  also 
a  list  of  contributing  individuals  and  co-operating  organiza- 
tions with  the  number  of  articles  donated. 

In  conclusion  your  Committee  wishes  to  emphasize  the 
importance  of  the  paid  supervisor  and  to  urge  that  under  no 
circumstances  we  revert  to  the  previous  method  of  handling 
the  linen  supply,  as  we  believe  such  a  supervisor  is  an  ef- 
ficient aid  to  the  hospital  work.
